LONDON, July 24.—The infantry for Egypt 
embarks on the 4th of August, the cavalry on 
the 9th and sail direct for Alexandria. Arabi 
Pasha wrote the following letter to Glad- 
stoneafew days before the bombardment, 
but Gladstone did not receive it until after 
the bombardment: ‘**The Koran commands 
us to resist if war is waged against us. Hence 
Evgiand may rest assured that the first gun 
she fircs in Egypt will absolve 
the Egyptians from ___ ail treaties. 
The control will cease, the property 
of Europeans be confiscated, canals destroved, 
and Jebad be preached in Syria, Arabia and 
India. The first blow with which England 
strikes Egypt will cause blood to flow through 
Asia and Africa, the responsibility for which 
will be on the head of England. Egypt is 
stil) ready to be fast friends with England and 
the keeper of her road io India, but she must 
keep within the limits of her jurisdiction. 
Finally Engiand may rest sssured that we 
are determined to die for our country.’ 

A SKIRMISH. 
ALEXANDRIA, July 24, 13:15 p. m.—The 
Sixtieth regiment marched to occupy Ramlehb 
this morning. A skirmish is now proceed- 
ing. No particulars. The Thirty-fifth in- 
famtry has been ordered to support the Six- 
tieth. The bulk of Arabi Pasha’s infantry is 
reported to be concentrated at Damietta.

LONDON, July 24.—The Times this morn- 
ing says the question of Turkish intervention 
is practically decided by the fact thatan ex- 
pedition cannot be sent without denuding 
distinct provinces of troops, and even reduc- 
ing the garrison of Constantinople.

ALEXANDRIa, July 24.—The rifles and 
mounted infantry occupied Ramleh early 
this morning. They stationed one Gatling 
and one field gun at the bridge over the canal. 
The enemy’s cavairy appeared and galloped 
boldly slong the railway at 300 yards range, 
but fled upon a volley being fired. After a 
short time they reappeared with two guns, 
with which they opened fire ineffectually 
upon the British, who tookto cover. By 9 
o’clock the firing ceased, but the enemy is 
expected to reappear with reinforcements, 

FRANCE’S DECLARATION. 

Paris, July 24.—De Freycinet, the Presi- 
dent of the Council, conferring with the 
committee of the Senate on the naval credit, 
declared if the powers indirectiy interested 
in Egypt remaived neutrai in regard to the 
intervention of other powers in Egypt France 
would leave England to act alone and would 
confine herself to the protection of the Suez 
Canal. This declaration seems to be duc to 
the refusal of Gen. Billot, Minister of War, to 
undertake operations in Egypt unless he had 
a3 force of 40,000 men, which would require 
the calling out of a portion of the reserves, 
and the Government bas refused to sanction 
such action. 

ARABI ADVANCING. 
ALEXANDRIA, July 24.—Arabi Pasha oc- 
cuples an extended line from Mareotis to 
Aboukir. His force is estimated at 7,000. The 
first skirmish lasted aa hour.

What Congress Has Done. 
Special te the Post-Dicpaten. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Juiy 24.—There are 
several peopie now laboring under the im- 
pression that Congress has not done much 
this session. Tothose I beg to submit some 
facts, which itis hoped may disabuse their 
minds of this false belief. There 
have been introduced in the House, in round 
numbers, since the session began, 7,000 
dill, and in the -Senate 2,500. 
This makes 9,500. Then there have 
been some 600 resolutions offered in the. 
House and Senate, bringing the grand total 
of bills and resolutions for both bodies up to 
ten thousand. The jaw requires that there 
be printed 950 copies of each pill and joint 
resolution offered in either branch of Con- 
gress for the use of the members. This in- 
dicates that there have been printed 9,500,000 
copies of these bills and joint resolu- 
tions of thia session. Then many 
of these become exhausted before they come 
up for consideration, and when thev are to 
be facted upon are ordered reprinted. Our 
total, aside from this, was 9,500,000. Putting 
the number reprinted at but 5 per cent of 
the whole, we have a grand total of 10,000,000 
bilis and joint resolutions, the production of 
this firet seseion of the Forty-seventh Con- 
gress up to date, aided by the Congressional 
printing presses. These bills average proba- 
bly two pages each, and are eleven inches 
long and mearly eignot inches in width, and 
counting each to average two sheets (many 
of them are ten and some are over 
fifty), thev average considerably 
over a square foot in surface, 


each. A very simple mathematical calcula- 
tion shows that thease 2,000,000 sheets spread 
out side by side would cover about 250 aczes 
of ground. Two hundred and fifty acres of 
literature! Who shell say that the present 
Cohgress has beenidie? But this is notall, 
either. The bills, as I said above, are eleven 
inches long each. Lay them down in a straight 
line endtoend,and they would masea line 
1.600 miles long, or half the distance trom 
New York toSan Francisco. Then consider 
that these, on an average, consist of two 
sheets each, and, tearing them apart, lay 
each sheet separately, end to end, and you 
heave enough to lay a line of Congressional 
literature, 8 inches wide, from New York 
City to San Francisco. Who shall ‘say that 
Die prone Congress has accomplished noth- 
ing 


Democratic Senatorial Caucus. | 
WASUINGTON, D. C., July 24.—Democratic 
members of the Senate held a caucus this 
morning, and resolved toinsist upon a full 
and free discussion of all amendments to the 


tax bill, and to oppose any attempt tto reach 
a final vote upon the bill unless such ample 
opportunity is afforded, 

The drift of the discussion was that the 
Democrats should oppose the proposed re- 
duction on perfumery, cosmetics, patent 
wedicines, etc., and insist upon a substantial 
reduction of taxation whict will directly af- 
fect and benefit the masses of the people and 
securing a full discussion of tbe subject to 
compel the two parties to put themselves 
squarely upon record. The caucus also de-

Newell’s Charges. 
Bpeciai to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, July 24.—The letter of J. J. 
P. Newell, making charges of bribery in con- 
nection with the passage of the Texas Pacific 
land grant bill in 1869-70, has not attracted 
much attention here. Newell will be exam- 
ined by the Judiciary Committee to-morrow, 
to learn what proofs he possesses of the truth 
of his assertions. It is reported that 
Newell holds papers which were form- 
erly the property of one of the 
company’s managers, who died without de- 
stroying them, and that these documents im- 
plicate seventeen men who were then mem- 
bers of the House and four Senators for 
corrupt practices. Newell is said to have 
heretofore made vague charges of the charac- 
ter indicated in his letter to the Judiciary 
Committee, but no proofs of their truth have 
accompanied them.

A Man Lives Forty-Ficht Hours in 
This Conditiou.

NEW YORK, July 24.—The case of George 
Smith, aged 21, who died on July 10 from the 
effects of injuries received at Brighion Beach 
on July 9, by diving into shallow water, has 
excited much interest among physicians, be- 
cause of the lencth of time the patient lived 
after having received a broken neck. Smith 
climbed up a post fourteen feet high and 
dived into waster which was less than two 
feet deep. His head struck the sand and his 
neck was broken. He was paralyzed below 
the neck and did not suffer pain. He retained 
allt of his senses, but spoke with difficulty. 
His neck was much swollen,and he could not 
take food exceptin liquid form, andthen only 


from ten to forty drops at atime. He com- 
piained only of a queer feeling in his head. 
He lived about twenty-eight hours and died 
an easy death. At the autopsy it was dis- 
covered that the three top vertebrz were bad- 
ly fractured, and that the spinal chord had 
been caught betweea the jagged ends of the 
bone and sawed down toa mere shred. The 
bones bad received commisuted fracture, and 
several pieces came out in the process of dis- 
section.

Relative Strength of Candidates 
for the Supreme Judgeship.

The Other Officers—Paragraphs of Per- 
sonal and Other News. 


The local primaries, held last Saturday with 
police interference, closed with great satisfac 
tion to the Police Commissioners, who are now 
enabled to deliver to Martin and Crittenden 
about forty-five votes from the aggregate of 
forty-eight. This result was anticipated by the 
POST-DISPATCH in its articles of Saturday- 
afternoon showingthe mannerin which the 
elections were being manipulated. The offi- 
cial outrage, however, has accomplished very 
little towards securing the nomination of Mr. 
Martin, tor with almost the entire vote he is 
not within speaking distance of the nomina- 
tion, and the instructed counties alone are 
sufficient. to give Judge Sherwood the 
prize. Taking the figures of the opposition, 
the present status of the race is a8 tollows: 
Votes instructed for Martin in the country, 30; 
in the city, 45; total for Martin, 75. Votes in- 
structed for Craven3, 30 Votes instructed for 
Judge Redd, 17. Total oppositien votes, 122. 
This leaves 301 votes to be disposed of. Out of 
that number Judge Sherwood has 225 instruct- 
ed votes, leaving 76 upkpown and 
giving Sherwood the nowination on the first 
baliot. Ifthe rolice Commissioners can ex- 
tract any encouragement from these facts. 
they are welcome to doso. Mr. Martin has made 
a great mistake in securing an a) st solid 
delegation from St. Louis, for the country is 
suspicious of unanimous delegations from the 


city, and invariably array them- 
selves solidly against metropolitan 
combinations. In the history of 


Missouri, only one man ever secured a nomin- 
ation when St. Louis was solidly for him. That 
man was Thos. T. Crittenden, and he succeed- 
ed by obtaining the country first and purchas- 
ing the city afterwards. Mr. Martin has the 
city, but the country is solidly against him, 
and therefore the renomination of Judge 
pherwood will lapse into the merest formality. 

A large number of delegates will ieave for 
Jefferson City to-night, in order to meet the 
incoming delegates to-morrow. The Can- 
didates are also nastening to the scene of 
action, three or four having passed through 
to-day. The State Central Committee is called 
to convene at the Madison House to-morrow 
nigbt to perfect the temporary organization of 
the convention. It is not suggested who will 
constitute the temporary oflicers, and nobody 
appears to have entered tor the honor. Tue 
convention will be called to order by Shannon 
C.. Douglass, chairman of the Centrai Com- 
mittee and Prosecuting Attorney of Boone 
county, who will deliver his farewell address 
and inaugurate the officers named by the com- 
mittee. This will constitute the morning pro- 
ceedings of Wednesday. 

No issue having been raisedin this city out- 
side the supreme Judgeshbip, it is impossiole 
to determine the complexion of the local dele- 
gation uponthe Kailroud Oommissioner and 
Superintendent of Public Schools, but it is 
reason bie to presume that & vast deal of trad 
ing will be carriedor, Tne candidute who can 
deliver Sherwood votes to Martin will have an 
excellent show, but such acandidateis scarce.

Methodist Society. : 

Judge Thayer to-day, in the suit of Lindell’s 
curator, assignee, against the First Methodist 
‘Episcopal Church, South, overruled the mo- 
tion for judgment and the motion to discharge 
the garnishee. Garnishment process under 
an execution, when duly served, places the 
execution creditor in the same attitude 
toward the garnishee which the execution 
debtor formerly occupied. Whilst R H. 
Baker in 1874 held certain property in trust for 
the uses of an incorporated church ape ,a 
certain gate attached to the property fell and 
injured the minor child of G. Foppiano.

The Experience of Two Y 
Doctresses Among the Chinen ™™s 
From the Denver Tribune, 

People are very well acquainted with 
ligious missionaries, and know their objects 
and aim, and all about them,but very few arg 
aware of the fact that there are such peopie 
-asjmedical missionaries. A reporter had the 

lea-ure of meeting two of them on Saturday 
They are very charming and handsome young 
ladies—Dr. Ella @ Iehrist and Dr. Kate Bush. 
neil. The prefix‘ Dr.” is used, as that ts 
the one which they use im addressing each 
other. They are graduates of the Chi 
Woman’s Medical College. Dr. Gilchrist ig 
small, well-built eae’ ( not more tnan 25 years 
old, and Dr, Bushnell is a tall brunette, with 
pretty teeth, clear olive complexion,a Winning 
smile, and very expressive eyes. They said 
they Were graduates in medicine who had 
been sent to China to teach the Chinese their 
aystem of doctoring, and to assist the other 
missionaries in Christianizing the people. Ths 
Methodist Board of Foreign Missions sept 
them, and the Presbyterian Church also sent 
afew. Women were sent, 8&8 Men Would not 
be allowed to attend Chinese women. There 
were about fifty of these medical missionaries 
in that c -untry, and they were accomplishing 
a great deal of good. 

“Did the people receive your administra. 
tions kindly?’’ asked the reporter, 

“Very kindly, indeed. We bad all the work 
we could Attend to. We had working with 
us a Bible woman and ateacher, and we were 
able to assist them in a marked degree. The 
people whom we cured were Very easy to in- 
fluence, and none disputed our authority.” 

* What systems of medicine do the Chinese 
doctors follow?” 

‘“Noreguiar system. A Chinese doctor 
does not study aod go through a course as 
wedo. Any man becomes a physician when 
he pleases. An ordinary man, if he thinks 
he can cure any particular disease, bangs out 
his shingle, declares himself, and starts out 
to kill or cure, generally the former, They 
pretend to disc ver all forms of diseases by 
ine pulse, of whichthey claim to distinguish 
thirty-two varieiies. For instance, they 
claim that acertain kind of pulse indicates 
disease of the liver, and an- 
other kind affection of the heart, but the 
bave no _ idea of the internal organs an 
knowledge of anatomy whatever. They have 
not the siightest conception where the spleen 
or smaller organs are, and, of course, their 
treatment is the meres! quackery. The moat 
ignorant man in the commupity can Decomea 
physician by haoging out a siga, 

“One of their greatest remedies is to pinch 
the patient violenly. One often sees patients 
recovering from attack-, covered all over with 
purple marke, where they have been pinched 
until pearly dead with pain. Another very 
common treatment practiced is to cauterize. 
I pave seen vodies with their tender skin 
fearfully burned by the doctors in trying 


to cure them of fits. There is no 
system. E.ch physician gives his 
patient anything which his fancy may 


dictate. Tne medicine, strange to say, ls 
changed to suit the patient, the doctors seem- 
ing tothink that costly medicine must per- 
form a cure, and the costlier it is the quicker 
the cure, The :icher the patieat is the more- 
be has to pay for his medicine, and we have 
seen even solutions of goid and siver given, 
ln extreme cases there is one remedy resorted 
to whichis simply horribie.

“I do not care how well people dress, 

whatever their station in life, provided they 
can affordit; but how my cook, receiving 
cnly $2 50 per week, could manage to have 
nearly as fine amassortmeat of dresses 
as my wife, with jeweiry, 
etc., to correspond, was 2 puzzle until 
one time we changed cooks, and the new one 
revealed to my wife the secret. She had 
been sent out to a certain grocery to do some 
marketing, and, while gone, was accosted by 
another grocer and offered by him a silk 
dress if she would give him my trade. Being 
honest she came straight home and told of it. 
This set my wife to thinking, and she asked 
the girl if that was a common practice. ‘Oh, 
yes,’ she replied, ‘put I never would beat my 
mistress that way.’ The inquiry developed 
the fact that the servant giris, especially the 
cooks, who do most of the marketing, ‘stand 
in’ with the grovers and meat men, and carry 
their custom where they can. make the best 
commissions. W.hen I lived in the city I did 
my own marketing, but when I moved out on 
the Hilis I arranged witha grocer to supply 
me. and took a pass-book I gave this to the 
cook with directions to always buy the best of 
everything at that place. Thesame war done 
with the butcher. Soon the tea and coffee 
became unfit to drink, the butter was bad 
andthe meat, from a place where I always 
got the best, was tough and almost unfit for 
use. My wife complained and the girl told her 
that that grocer and that meat man cheated 
her, or did not keep first-class articles, but 
she knew where she could get the best of 
everything. We accordingly withdrew our 
patronage from our old places and the change 
was immediately apparent, for everything 
appeared onthe table in first-class condition. 
How did I accouat for it? Why, simply this 
way: The girl had been hired by the other 
grocer and butcher, by a percentage of what 
she purchased, to spoil the tea and coffee 
from the o'd grocer, and to get inferior meat 
from ihe butcher, as a pretext of leaviug 
them, aad she carried out the terms of the 
contract. Wecameto notice that whenever 
) we changed cooks we likewise changed gro- 
cers and butchers, until we employed the 
hovest one who ‘put us on to It.” ” 

“But bow do the new grocer and butcher 
get even ?’’ 

‘*Well, vou know everything is intrusted 
to the cooks, and as they carry the book it is 
very easy to cheatin weights, prices, etc. Mv 
bills are invariably largar than when I did my 
own marketing, though we consume no 
mors,’ 

“Ts the same thing donein other trades?’ 

“T have po doubt it is often with coal-deal- 
ers and others. It is aa imposition, and 
ought to be expesed. S:ill, 1 don’t know as, 
moraliy, itis any worse than the brokerage 
aystem generally. In ali trades, now, the 
consumer has to pay brokerage on everything, 
even to flour, meat, and ali the necessaries 
of life. On wheat the farmer gets his 
profit, the wheat buyer his, the city broker 
bis. the miller his, the whoe!ssale dealer his, 
the retail dealer nis, and last the servant girl 
hers. But with her the case is different, for 
the broker does his business openly, and de- 
pends upon it for his living, while tne girl is 
paid by her employer, and res:ts to this 
method of increasing her gaint ») connivance 
with the retailers to absolutei” cheat their 
customers.’’ 

‘‘Can it be prevented ?”’ 

‘T don’t know how, unless every man or 
woman who employs servants does his or her 
own marketing, or urless they discharge their 
servants the momett they bevin to lay their 
ropes for playing that yame.’’

. A CAPTAIN’S CRIME. 


Murdering a Crew and Sinking ea 

* Schooner for the Insurance. 

From the Chicago Inter-Ocean. 

The unknown sunken schooner which 
Capt. Jex’s wrecking expedition went to has 
been raised, and proves to be the schooner 
Explorer, which went down several years 
ago. With the recovery of the vessel the par- 
ticulars of a great crime came out. It is not 
often that mysterious “‘disasters’? can be 80 
fully explained. Late in October, 1867, the 
Explorer was fitted out at Chatham, Ont., 
with a stock of goods to trade with the 
Indians around Georgian Bay Islands. She 
was manned by Capt. John Waddel and two 
sailors before the mast. About the middle 
of Octobet of that vear the Explorer took 


shelter in Goderich Bay, and remained 
there till the 17th, when the wind 
shifted and she departed for Georgian 


Bay with alarge stock of goods on board. 
Nothing further was heard of her until the 
latter part of November, when John Wad- 
del returned to Goderich and related a woeful 
tale of shipwreck and suffering. His story 
was to the effect that the schooner had been 
struck by a quail and knocked on her beam 
ends, causing the cargo to shift, and that the 
sailors, contrary to bis wishes, went into the 
hold for the purpose of rolling some barrels 
and other freight to the windward 
and righting the vessel; that soon 
after, another guet of wind struck the schoon- 
er, and she rolieéd over and sunk, taking 
down with her the two sailors who were in 
the hold. He claimed to have cut the yawl- 
boat loose with his knife, and, after much 
hardship, succeeded in reaching the shore. 
The vessel and cargo were heavily insured, 
but no one doubted the recital of John Wad- 
del, and,in the course of time, the losses 
were paid. ° 

In the spring of 1868 Capt. Waadel moved 
with his family to Gederich, and for two 
years was noticed to make frequent trips to 
the north shore in a small boat, generally ac- 
companied by his son,a lad of about twelve 
years of age. 

At Inst vague rumors were set afloat to the 
effect that Waddel had sunk the schooner to 
get the insurance. But Mr. Wadde! had held 
the office of Sheriff of Kent County for 
several years, afterward resigning to run for 
Parliament, and stood so high in public eati- 
mation that no investigation was made. In 
the year 1870, while on one of these excur- 
sions with his son, the boat capsized near 
Pine Point, a place about twenty miles above 
Goderich, and John Waddel was drowned. 
The same waves that took him to the bottom 
served to wash ashore his little son, and sub- 
sequently the lifeless body of the father. 
The remains were taken to Goderich 
andjinterred in the city cemetery. 

Some five or six years since, a fisherman, 
while entering Tober Murray Harbor, at Cape 
Hurd, when the water was unusually clear, 
discovered a sunken vessel in about 100 feet 
of water, which at the time was thought to 
be the Explorer, but Wadde! being dead, no 
steps were taken to unravel the myatery. 
About two weeks since Capi. H. N. Jex, the 
well-known Lake Huron wrecker, commenced 
the raising of the unknown schooner with the 
steam barge Victoria. After ten days’ hard 
labor his efforts were crowned with success, 
and, as suspected, the vessel proved to be the 
Explorer. 

The vessel had been stripped of her can- 
vas and all her cargo taken out, while about 
fifteen tons of stone had been put on board to 
keep her down. Twelve-and-a-baif-inch 
auger holes were found in the centerboard 
box. The doors of the cabin were found to 
be securely locked, and the body of one of the 
sailors, covered witb moss, was found in the 
cabin, askylight of which had been broken 
insome way, andit is supposed the other 
“ody floated out. 

it is deemed certain that Waddel sunk the 
vessel to get the insurance. That, after the 
two sailors had assisted in getting the cargo 
out, he feared to trust them with the secret, 
and, with the aid of whisky and drues, suc- 
ceeded in locking them in the cabin before 
the vessel went down. 

The sailors allege that there is a cherub 
aloft that watches over “poor Jack,” and 
that this tragedy and the sequel now seem to 
confirm it, as the murderer was compelled to 
Grink out cf the same cup that he had com- 
pellied others to drink from. Truly the old 
adave that “ truth is stranger than fiction” is 
Verified in this case, as weil as the equally 
aged one that *‘ the way of the transzressor 
is hard.”

BOB PATE. 


How He Has Grown Rich While 
Others Have Gone to Ruin. 


He Admits Wholesale Bribery and 
Corruption in His Sworn 
Evidence. 


A Self-Convicted Perjurer and Be- 
trayer of His Associates. 


Re Defrauds the City of $9,000 Bonds— 
He is Expelled From the Trotting 
Association for Selling a Race— 
The Career of the Man Crit- 
tender Admires and 
Pardong. 


While posing as an innocent-guilty, suffer- 
ing-without-sinning Robert C. Pate, the boss 
gambler of St. Louis, has endeavored to ex- 
cite sympathy towhich he is notentitied. A 
few days ago he was arraigned in the Criminal 
Court, and while avowing his innocence in the 
same breath he pleaded guilty. Friends 
were on hand to pay tribute to 
his ‘‘various virtues.’’ The fact was patent, 
however, that the hartiest sympathizers, who 
have worked up asimilar sentiment of luke- 
warmthinafew others, are men who have 
been in the employ, and who have eaten and 
drunk the corn, wine and oilof the gambling 
martyr. <A history of Pate since he came to 
St. Louis, and the disregard he has shown tor 
the law for fifteen yeurs, will put 
him in a different light before the 
public eye. His defiance towards laws which 
made his nefarious calling a crime against 
public morals is not equaled by any other pris- 
oner in jail, while the tacts given below will 
show whether he isa taithful, honest, charita- 
ble man, as is claimed for him in paid endeav- 
ors to excite sympathy. His history, most 
ot which is from the most authefitic source, 
viz., himself, is appended: 

A CAREER OF CORRUPTION. 
In 1867 Pate opened a saloon at the stock 


yards in Cincinnati after. his return from 
Ciarksville, Tenn., where he had been re 
cruiting negro companies. A few months 
later he opened afaro bankon Race: street in 
tnat city, which he suddenly closea after a run 
of three months. In February, 1868, he came 
to St. Louis, since which date his career ha- 
been one of corruption and defiance of the 
law. He went into the saloon business on 
Chestnut, just below Fourth street, and the 
ollowing summer opened a saloon and keno 
house at No. 12 North Fourth street with two 


partners, both of whoin, it is 
suid, he euchred out of their 
interests, although they first obtained a 


toothold for him. His history in St. Louis is 
but poor substantiation for the laudatory 
statements of his charity nade by Col. Nat. 
Claiborne inthe Criminal Covrt. Nearly all 
men who engaged in business with him, and 
who at that time were financially betteroff,are 
today poorer men by hundreds of thousandsof 
dollars, while some areengagedin a desperate 
struggle to cain enough to keep body and soul 
toge:her. The best idea of his oWn corrupting 
methods and criminal trickery can be 
gleaned from his own sworn testimony 
giveninthe Criminal Cuourt on the trial tor 
perjury of Alanson B. Wakefield, wholis now an 
insane convict in the State asvlum serving the 
sentence of two years in the Penitentiary as- 
sessed for the offense. Wakefield was the ‘‘yzo- 
between’’ of the gambling ring, and when 
summencd before the grand jury swore that 
he had never received anv moneyfrom Pute

Pate wascalled as a 
witness and testified as follows: ‘tat No, 12 
North Fourth street I was in the gamiiing 
business until two or three months age, I 
met Wakefield in the spring of ls7i and ar- 
ranged with him to run keno, and he -saia. if I 
would give him per cent... of 
the profits ot the house, 2% ” per 
|; centfor him and 25 per cent for his friends 
and $400. for the Police Board a mouth, 
he could give me information as to whe: raids 
were to be made. It was maéé'in 75 and 
lasted up toa porticn of 1876.

then acted as agout for Wakefield and the pro- 
prietor. The money lreceived was the same 
as before. The only imterest Wakefield had 
wasto protect me from raids. I paid him 
different suins of money, from $600, $8.0, $1,000, 
| $1,200, $1,400 and $1,500 a month, while running

I 
weuid never win when we piayed, and if I did 
he would callitarub and play another game, 
and he would win.’’ 
A SELF-CONFESSED PERJURER. 

In addition to this case of bribery the foilow- 
ing from himeelf will be interesting in regard 
to the etatements concerning his veracity and 
non-gambling virtues, and will throw some 
light on the way he defrauded the city ot frr- 
teited bonds: ‘‘I seid the saloon to Sodtman in 
1876, and aiter Lsoid itI told the party he was 
to be proprietor and l wasto getthe proceeds 
and would put them where they would ao the 
mcst good. [opened up again on my own ac. 
count in 1876. I managed the proceeds al! the 
time, and Sodtman got the same salary as be- 
fore, and then it dropped into my hands. 
There was no change but a 
formal one, It was sued once by 
aman who lost money in the house te get it 
back, and I téaStified in the case and so did the 
man.

& Married nan and atarmer; that | bad been 
farining for tbree months; that l once had an 
interest in keno, but not fora year past; that 
I used to bet on elections anJ games of chance, 
and knew all about thew, and thatI had quit 
all that kind of thing.’’ Here Mr. Cline for the 
defense read Pate’s testimony given in the 
svit in the Oircuit Court, in which he 
swears that he was notthe proprietor of the 
gambiing-house at No. 12 North Fourth street 
and questioned the witness, who continued his 
coniession: ‘‘Il now say that during all that 
time I took the proceeds, «xcept oi the saia- 
ries, and say 80 now, which is true on both 
occasions. What I gc: I called asalary.” 
Briefly stated, Pate received all the proceeds 
while another formally controlled the business 
by his grace and still he 8wears he was not the 
owner. 

Hie methods‘of eluding justiceand the pro 
cesses Of the law, outlined by himself, will 


give some idea of the crimes that were resorted 
to to cover otier crime during the recent 
struggzie of the law.

In 1878 Pate was a member of the 
Association, and was following the Ohio, 
Illinois, New York and Michigan circuits. At 
Utica, New York, inthe spring he was present 


and participated in a ‘‘thrown-off race,’ 
and ' was openly charged with 
fraud and playing funds for arties 
in the race. The reputable orse: 


men whoran onthe tracks madecharges be- 
fore the association, from which Pate was 
promptly expelled for his  disreput- 
able practices. Through great exertions, 00 
investigation a thin coat of whitewasn was 
spread and the dirty work was pronounced 
oniy a Violation of the association ruies ‘or 
which a fine of $1,000 was prescribed by the dl- 
rectors. Inthe following July Pate paid the 
fine of $1,000 and by this secured ai imission to 
the track again. 

In ‘73 he was indicted by the grand jury for 
gambling. 

PATE BILKS THE CITY, 

In September, 1875, the police made an effort 
to suppress the evil, which corrupted officials 
and citizens alike. ar was waged op Pate's 
house, 12N. Fourth street, and forty-five of 
his men were arrested one night. Pate, who
